Occasionally, one of our 
landowners does an outstand­ 
ing job of bringing back tile 
soil In the Medina Valley Soil 
Conservation District, Tills 
story In short, Is one of ttesc 
cases where a landowner 
makes a successful venture 
In Soil and Water Conserva­ 
tion practices. 
Harold Mo*tiring owns 117 
acres, 5 miles south of Hon­ 
do. 
In lune of 1971, Harold 
contacted the Soil Conserva­ 
tion Service for technical as­ 
sistance in inc Teasing the 
forage resources of the farm. 
At that time tile farm con­ 
sisted of 28 acres of old croo- 
iand and 89 acres of mes­ 
quite, whitebrush, blackbrush 
and Guajilio. Approximately

15 acres is soil too shallow 
and rocky to be rootplowed. 
At tills time tile farm was 
producing forage for 5 ani­ 
mal units. 
In July and August of 
1971 rootplowing and root- 
raking was done on 75 acres. 
Part of this was in a creek 
bottom. At the time tills a- 
rea was rootplowed tile creek 
banks were sloped. The 
freslJy rootplowed land was 
loose and bare when the 
flood waters rushed down tile 
creek on Aug. 13 and 14th, 
taking off the topsoil. 
In 
places the soil was washed 
away to tile depth it was 
plowed. 


The land was smoothed 
again and the creek and oth­ 
er areas needing dense vege­ 
tative cover was sprigged 
to Coastal Berm idagrass. 


In October of 1971, about 
14 acres was seeded with 
Wintergreen Harding grass. 
In March of 1972 the 31 acre 
field was seeded with Gordo 
bluestem and about 35 acres 
of the rootplowed land was 
seeded to Klein grass. The 
farm did not receive any sig­ 
nificant amounts of rainfall 
until May 1972. The rain­ 
fall brouglit up the grass but 
it also caused weed seed to 
germinate to bring up a 
bumper crop of weeds. The 
weeds were controlled by the 
use of herbicides and slued- 
ding. 
Fences have been con­ 
structed so that each of the 
four different kinds of grasses 
are in separate pastures, Ha­ 
rold realizes that tills Is the 
only way tliat the grass can 
be managed to obtain the 


full potential of production 
of the different grasses, and 
still meet the needs of the 
grass and soil. 
Tile four species of grass, 
Coastal ber mud agr a ss, Gordo 
bluestem, Klelngrass and 
Wintergreen Hardingrass pro­ 
duce their maximum amount 
of forage at different times 
of the year, produce seed at 
different seasons, differ in 
their needs for fertilization 


and differ a great deal In 
palatability to livestock. 
Water for the livestock has 
been provided by the use of 
pipelines and water trouglis. 
Moeliring is doing an ex­ 
cellent job of managing the 
grasses. 
He is justly proud of 
tile results he has obtained. 
He lias converted a piece of 
land that grew forage for 5 
animals Into land that will 


produce enough forage for ap­ 
proximately 35 animals, year 
long. A seven-fold increase * 
in production. 


Harold Is quick to point 
out that this has been accom­ 
plis lied in only 17 months 
and at a cost of $60 per acre. 


Moeliring has been amazed 
at the rapid growth rate of 
Klelngrass. The first seed­ 
lings appeared after rainfall 
In May and seed heads were 
numerous by the first of 
August. 
Approximately 50 
pounds of seed per acre was 
liar vested from the Klelngrass 
tile first of September. 


Harold Is justly proud of 
tie results of his conservation 
work and is always glad for 
people to stop at Ills farm 
and look at the grass. 


Moehring Farm 
Antlers indicate health 
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Deer season is good source 
material for all kinds of ar­ 
guments. 
Oae of tie most hotly- 
contested disputes usually 
ensues after Hunter A tells 
his pal B that Ie saw an 8 - 
point buck that must have 
been several years old, along 
with some "yearlings", or 
spikes. 
Hunter B points out that 
just because a buck lias 8 
points doesn’t mean he’s 
more tlian a yearling. 
Hunter A retaliates by 
saying that of course it does, 
and everybody knows that 
the larger antlers a buck lias, 
the older lie is. 
And so on. 
According to range biolo­ 
gists, Hunter B may be right. 
New evidence is turning up 
that while antler size is a 
good indicator for judging 
health, it may fiave little 
relation to a buck’s age, 
A white-tailed deer which 
had poor nourishment as a 
fawn will develop Into a spike 
buck, or else one with short. 


undeveloped forked antlers 
after a year of maturity, 
A well-fed buck might 
develop into an eight-point­ 
er in one year. 
Therefore, say biologists, 
it's a mistake to protect spike 
bucks from hunting pressure. 
When spikes are protected 
and the bigger bucks killed, 
the better brood stock Is be­ 
ing eliminated, and the In­ 
ferior animals left, they 
point out.
